lUB proper poBition is the Diyine 
presence. It is there. only that we 
can fulfil the purposes of our ** high 
calling/' realise what we need, and 
reach ** the measure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ." 

That such position is attainable, is abundantly 
eiddenced by the illustrative case to which spe- 
cial prominence is given in the following pages, 
the experience of many that might be referred 
to, and the commands and promises of Scrip- 
ture. 

Yet there are only few who occupy it. It is 
in another sphere that the majority of men, 
bearing the name of Christ, pass their days. 
They are accordingly found much more in dark- 
ness than in light, and know nothing of the 
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power and joy of those who walk in the sun- 
shine of the eternal love. May it be different 
with every reader of this little volume ! And 
so it may be. You may often be found with 
others in difficult paths, and weighed down by 
the pressure of circumstances ;. but your eye 
may .ever be on the light, and the Sun of Eight- 
eousness illuminate all your ways. Kothing can 
hide the face of Jesus from those who abide in 
Him by a full trust. Beautifully was this illus- 
trated by a poor coloured woman in America, 
who, looking in at the tent-door of an Army. 
Chaplain, who was suffering from fever, asked : 
'' Massa, do yer see the bright side of this 
'ere ? " The answer was " No." " I see the 
bright side of every trouble, massa." " But 
you have had very little trouble, perhaps." 
'' Massa," said the slave, '' I was sold, and sent' 
down here, and my husband was sold, and my 
children, and sent to another part ; I lost ^em 
a«." "And is it always light?" "Yes, 
massa, when I see the dark cloud comin' I just 
slips round de other side and see Jesus. It 
always bright where Jesus is." "Well," said 
the chaplain, " if yon can trust Him, it seems 
as if I ought to." " Tears ye oughter," said 
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the black woman, and left him. The words 
then came into his mind : " The Lord is my 
Shepherd, I shall not want." He fell asleep, 
adds Dr. Mahan, and awoke recovering. So 
we may see the bright side, and God shall be 
our eternal dwelling. 

As it was with the poor slave, so was it with 
the young Christian whose history I have inter- 
woven with the teachings of the following 
chapters, and on whose experience I have so 
largely drawn in illustration. She ever walked 
in the light, and occupied the position which, 
the subsequent pages are intended to show, is 
possible to all.

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CHAPTER I.

I HEBE is a worse darkness than that 
which falls on the midnight hour, or 
than shadows the eye in the moment 
of death. But what is worse still 
is, that this darkness rests on multitudes of 
souls, and not only where error abounds and 
ignorance prevails, but where truth extends and 
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intelligence spreads. It is found among English- 
men as well as Hottentots^ and characterises 
many who frequent the sanctuaries of Christian 
worship and instruction, as well as those who 
wilfully and sinfully stand aloof from all religious 
ordinances. The fact is as unquestionable as it 
is painful. There are thousands upon thousands 
around us, both of the old and the young, the 
educated and the untaught, who are in a state 
of the utmost spiritual ignorance. They may be 
associated in occupation and Christian services 
with men who are the children of the light and 
of the day; who walk in paths on which the 
radiance of truth ever falls, and regularly 
attend the ministry of faithful and intelligent 
preachers of Christ's Gospel, but are wholly in 
the dark as to their condition before God, the 
depth and pressure of their needs, and the only 
way of a sinner's forgiveness and acceptance. 
They may be familiar with the facts of Scripture, 
and have the power of detecting error in doctrine 
and inconsistency in practice, but are still in 
the dark as to the sin of unbelief, the righteous- 
ness of faith, and the completeness of the work 
of Christ. They read their Bibles, but fail to see 
in them — " Him, of whom Moses in the law and 
the prophets did write." They look at Jesus, the 
Son of God, but fail to see in Him one who is — 
'' fairer than all the sons of men, and altogethsr 
lovely." They turn to the cross, but see nothing 
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there that tells of judgment upon sin and the 
settlement of the question of man's salvation. 
They look round, and see nothing to fear ; and 
within, and see nothing to regret. Like the 
Laodiceans, their language is, that they ''are 
rich, and increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing, and know not that they are wretched, 
and miserable, and poor, and blind^ and naked." 
All this was, for years, the case with Louisa 
Matthews, the young Christian referred to. 
She was early trained to the habit of attending 
God's house, reading the Scriptures, and ob- 
serving private prayer. With the habit grew 
a liking for religious services and Christian 
instruction. She welcomed the morning of the 
Lord's day, the hour for repairing to the 
sanctuary of worship, and the moment for the 
commencement of Divine service. The appear- 
ance which she presented in God's house, was 
ever that of an attentive and interested worship- 
per, joining in the hymns of praise sung, uniting 
in the prayers offered, and writing with diligence 
the sermon listened to. Yet her heart was all 
the while unquickened and unsanctified. The 
dawn of the day of salvation had still to arise 
upon her spirit. The testimony of God, both as 
to her own condition and requirements, and the 
character and work of His only begotten and 
well-beloved Son, had still to be received by her. 
The lessons of the exceeding sinfulness of sin, 
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of the heart's deceitfuhiess and great wicked- 
ness, the soul's deep need of renewal, and 
the completeness of the work of the cross, had 
still to be learned by her. There was atten- 
tion to the means of grace, growth in the 
knowledge of Scripture, and blamelessness of 
conduct before men, but no apprehension of 
her need of Jesus as a Saviour, and the duty 
of an immediate acceptance of Him as such. 
Steadily following the way which others com- 
mended, and making progress in her acquaint- 
ance with the facts of the Bible, she con- 
cluded that all was well with her, and was 
ready to say with another, " If I don't* get to 
heaven, there will be many ^(rorse off than me. 
I go to a place of worship every Sunday, say my 
prayers night and morning, pay every one their 
due, and never indulge in any open and known 
sin ; what more can I do?" 

Her mistake was here; she took her own 
judgment of herself, not God's. The estimate 
that she formed of herself was from the side of 
darkness, and not from the side of light, and as 
the consequence, was false and perilous. But 
what multitudes act after the same manner. 
They cherish their own thoughts of themselves, 
not God's, or judge themselves by human 
standards, not by Divine ones, and the result is, 
an utterly erroneous conclusion. Sin is looked 
at and judged of by them, in the light of its 
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influences on men's condition, and not in the 
light of the sacrifice of calvary. Then attend* 
ance on worship is mistaken by them for spirit- 
nal life ; delight in Christian ordinances, for a 
state of grace ; and a walk of uprightness, for 
the way of faith. Awful delusion ! No, no, 
my reader, you are not to conclude that the day 
of salvation has arisen upon your spirit, because 
you are found where the light of the Gospel 
shines, and where men are turning unto God in 
righteousness ; becatfse you are constant in your 
attendance on religious ordinances, and stand 
above all accusations from men; and because 
you have a better tmderstanding of the facts of 
Scripture than you formerly possessed. You 
are in the light only as you see sin to be hateful^ 
holiness to be necessary, and regeneration to be 
essential ; only as you see Christ to be precious 
and available, and the question of transgression 
to be settled by EUs blood- shedding on the tree. 
Yes, you are the subject of light, and conse- 
quently of life, as you have the thoughts of God 
about yoursdf and His Christ, are dwelt in by 
the Spirit, exercise faith, and practice obedience. 
Do you feel that this is a standard by which 
you cannot bear to be measured? Then the 
way of life has yet to be entered upon by you. 
The Sun of Bighteousness has still to arise 
upon the night of your soul. But, blessed 
truth, that Sun may arise upon you now : yon 
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may be flooded with His beams before yoa take 
your eyes from the page on which they rest. 
" Behold the Lamb of God^ which taketh away 
the sin of the world.'' Jesns keeps no man 
waiting for the needed light who looks to Him 
for it. 

A young woman, led astray by evil companions, 
left her mother's house, and gave herself to a 
course of sin. Prayer for the guilty wanderer 
was the afflicted mother's only resource ; and it 
was not in vain. He, whose ear is ever open to 
the cry of the distressed, heard the interces- 
sions of the poor widow. Miserable in her Hfe 
of iniquity, anxious to regain the peace she had 
once known, the daughter returned to her mo- 
ther's home. It was midnight when she reached 
the door, but to her surprise she found it unlock- 
ed and unlatched, and she entered. The mother 
immediately had her in her embrace, and with 
kisses and tears welcomed her back. Upon in- 
quiring why the door was in the state in which 
she found it, the reply was, " Never, my child, 
by night or by day, has the door been fastened 
•since you left. I knew you would come back 
some time, and I was unwiUing to keep you 
'waiting for a single m<ymenU^* You have here a 
•beautiful and faithful respresentation of Jesus. 
He would not keep you waiting a single moment. 
He is ready to forgive. He becomes to you 
what you look to him for, — light for your dark- 
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ness, wisdom for yonr ignorance, righteousness 
for your condemnation, santification for your 
defilement, and redemption for your glorification 
for ever. 

Jesus is the light of the world, and he that 
followeth Him shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the light of Life. 

Not otherwise, however, is that Light to be 
had. Learning cannot give it. Mr. Wilberforce 
took Mr. Pitt on one occasion to hear Mr. Cecil: 
the subject of the discourse was regeneration^ 
which was treated with the preacher's usual 
clearness and directness. On asking England's 
Prime Minister, at the close of the service, what 
he thought of the sermon, Mr. Wilberforce 
received as reply, that he did not understand it, 
'* The natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness unto 
him : neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned." 






CHAPTEE n. 

SUDDEN LIGHT. 
** The darkneas is past, and the true light now ehineth.' 

<<But the glory of the Lord 

Hath arisen on tis to-daji, 
We have seen the light oatponred 

That mnst rarely diive away 
All things that to-night belong, 
All the sad earth's woe and wrong." 




{HEBE are parts of the earth which 
have no dawn ; where the light of 
full day bursts at once upon the 
inhabitants, and the cold and dreari- 
ness of long grey mornings are unknown. As 
it is thus with places in the material world, so it 
frequently is with men in spiritual experience, 
or in their passage from a state of death in sin, 
to one of life in righteousness. The light of 
salvation breaks upon them at once, and in its 
fulness. They take their place in the sanctuary 
of Divine worship, unsaved and unconscious of 
their condition ; they leave it new creatures in 
Christ Jesus, and rejoicing in the assurance of 
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pardon and acceptance. The morning of the 
day sees them far from God, and in the broad 
way to destruction ; the hours of evening find 
them, like the healed Israelities in the wilder- 
ness, exulting in a perfect recovery; or the 
returned prodigal, rejoicing in a father's love, 
and sitting in honour at the well-spread table. 
The hour that sees them condemned sees them 
also justified. Was it not thus with many of 
whom we read in the Scriptures ? It was thus 
with the woman and people of Samaria, with 
Matthew the publican, with the thief upon the 
cross, with the thousands who were saved on the 
day of Pentecost, with the Ethiopian eunuch in 
the desert, with the jailor at Philippi, and with 
-Lydia by the river side. They passed at once 
from a state of darkness to one of light. And 
thus it has been with thousands since, and with 
many in our own day. Nor ought the thing to 
be a surprise to us. He who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness at creation, can 
command it, with the same ease and suddenness, 
to arise upon the darkness of the soul. At His 
bidding worlds rose into being, and, at His 
command, souls that are the farthest from the 
light of His presence can be brought into it, and 
hearts that are dead be made alive. Before the 
breath of His Spirit, the barrenness of the 
wilderness passes at onca into fruitfulness and 

beauty.

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It was thus that Miss Matthews passed from 
the darkness of an unsaved condition, to the 
light of eternal life. The spot where a sense of 
sin and condemnation laid hold on her/ was not 
left till the joy of salvation was thrilling her 
soul, and she was singing, 

** Now I have f onnd a Friend, 
Jesus is Mine.*' 

The record of this can be given in her own 
words, written some months after the occurrence, 
and when calmly reviewing on a sick bed the 
Lord's gracious dealing with her soul. '* I was 
asked,'' she writes, " by my dear mother, in the 
second week in January, 1860, to go with her to 
hear Mr. Beginald Badcliffe preach. I went. I 
have no recollection of the text on the occasion, 
nor of any part of the sermon, saving that which 
was applied with power by the Holy Spirit to my 
heart, and made the means of awakening me to 
a sense of my utterly lost condition. It was 
this: Mr. Badcliffe, in speaking of Christian 
professors, said, multitudes of them were just like 
church doors, swinging backwards and forwards 
from Sunday to Sunday, receiving no more bene- 
fit, making no more progress, but not half so 
innocent. The Spirit showed me that this was 
exactly what I was, that for many years I 
had been nothing more than a mere church 
door. I had regularly attended the services of 
God's house, prayer-meetings, and week-evening 
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lectures, and had read my Bible, and kept up 
the habit of prayer, bnt all the while had been 
nothing better than a church door, swinging to 
and fro on its hinges. My prayers were not the 
utterances of the heart; they were simply repeti- 
tions of the words of others. I now shudder to 
think of them, and of my frequent mockery of a 
holy God when upon my knees. After hearing 
this representation of multitudes of professors of 
religion, I felt so oyerwhelmed with a sense of 
sin, that my heart seemed as if it would break. 
I felt that the wrath of God was upon me, and 
hell my proper doom. The distress of my mind 
was great, and yet I was unable to relieve myself 
by tears. 

"After the sermon Mr. Kadcliffe came to where 
I was sitting as professedly an anxious soul, and 
asked if I was in the Lord. I gave him an 
evasive answer, and he went away. My distress 
increased, and the devil struggled hard to keep 
me from breaking silence. But, praised be the 
Lord, he did not succeed. Mr Badcliffe, at the 
request of my mother, came to me again, and 
spoke to me of the love of Jesus. The 
words went to my heiart, and I gave vent to my 
feelings in a flood of tears. He kindly led me 
to a lady who spoke to me yet more fully of the 
love of Christ, and of the way of the sinner's 
acceptance. She dwelt especially on Paul's 
answer to the question of the Philippian jailor. 
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As I sat listening to her words of instruction^ 
I kept praying in my heart, * Lord, I believe ; help 
thou mine unbelief.' It pleased the Lord to 
hear me, and to speak peace to my soul. I went 
from the church rejoicing in Jesus. I was 
saved. Yet I had scarcely reached home^ when 
the enemy began to assail me, and to tell me 
that mere believing would not save me. This 
went on for a week, and I was in much trouble. 
I had during that time scarcely any sleep, and 
when I had, I usually found myself when I awoke 
on mv knees and in much distress. But at the 
end of the week I was delivered from all these 
assaults of Satan, and have been kept from them 
ever since." 

Thus it was that the day of salvation broke 
upon this dear one's spirit. She arose and went 
to her Father; believed and lived; received 
Christ as her Saviour, and rejoiced in forgive- 
ness and acceptance. Has it been thus, dear 
reader, with youf Have you accepted Christ as 
the Father's gift to you ? Oh ! it is not know- 
ing Jesus that will save you, but having Him. 
It is not learning about Him that makes you the 
child of God, but receiving Him. It is not 
having the truth in the mind that puts in the 
place of safety, and ensures admission at last 
into the realms of blessedness, but Christ in 
the heart. Is He, then, there ? Can you say 
with truthfulness and deep joy, " My beloved 
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is mine^ and I am bis '' ? If you cannot speak 
thus, thank God you may still do so, and with- 
out any further delay* 

" Nothing," says Dr. Guthrie, "is in one sense 
more easy to obtain than eternal life, — ^a wish, 
a word, a look, and it is ours ! I have read the 
story of a captain, who, immured in an Austrian 
prison, with no tool but a nail in his bleeding 
hands, wrought night by night, for twelve weary 
months, to mine its solid walls. Agitated by 
alternate hopes* and fears, he at length accom- 
plished his task ; and then, on a dark blustering 
night, by means of a rope that he had twisted, 
he swung himself over the dizzy depth; and 
reaching the ground, swam the moat, and was 
free. What will a man not do, and not dare, 
for dear life and sweet liberty ! But for eternal 
life, for the precious liberty of the sons of God, 
you have no such time to wait, nor hardships to 
suffer, nor desperate risks to run. Tou have 
only to wish, and, as if struck by a magician's 
rod, the walls of your prison house are open. 
You are free. 

" During long years of care and fears and 
harassing thought, how many toil for wealth, to 
be rich ! And how often do their efforts fail ! 
And even when they have succeeded, how have 
we seen fortune, in a fit of caprice, suddenly 
desert her favourite ; and his riches take to them- 
selves wings and flee away 1 But now, at this 
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very moment, fitr happier than any worshipper 
of Mammon, you may enrich yourselves with 
wealth such as the fairy wand of old story never 
gave its possessor, when, only waiving it, the dust 
of the road changed into gold, and the fountain, 
in place of water, sent up a Jet of precious stones; 
every liquid drop, as it leapt into the air and fell 
back into the marble cistern, turning into a dia- 
mond, or ruby, or pearl. Again, what tortures 
have I seen people patiently endure, through a 
long protracted illness, to regain in health hea- 
ven's best earthly boon. But you have only to 
join the crowd, like the woman of old, to press 
through the throng, and lay your eager, trembling 
finger on the dusty hem of a Saviour's robe, to 
possess a health that never sickens, and is proof 
alike against the sharpest arrows of disease, and 
the dart of death. Again, see yonder, amid the 
smoke of battle and in the throat of the deadly 
breach, how an ambitious soldier, bleeding from 
many wounds, fights his way upward to win an 
earthly crown: wins it, but lives not to wear it ! 
He is just seen on the top of the fire-girdled bat- 
tlement ; he has just time to waive his bloody 
sword ; and ere his less fortunate conmides have 
time to envy him his honours, by the mark of a 
foeman's rifle, he is struck through the heart, and 
reeling back, falls headlong from the heights of 
fortune into the ditch below— ^dead as a stone. 
But you have no such risks to run, no such dan- 
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gers to face in the quiet house of God ; there or 
anywhere else, now, at this moment, you have 
only to reach out the hand of faith, and it grasps 
the crown — a crown of glory that fadeth not 
away. One short step carried the thief, and 
may carry you, from eternal death to eternal 
life. So near at all times are we to heaven or to 
hell. What a solemn position ! 

" Do you ask. What shall we do to inherit 
eternal life, to be saved? I reply with Paul, 
Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved ; but reject Him whom I offer, and you 
may be damned ; lost this hour, and lost for ever. 
The gift of God, say the Scriptures, is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord. He pur- 
chased it for us by His sinless obedience. His 
suffering, and His atoning death. For that great 
end. His infant head was pillowed on straw, and 
His dying head on thorns ; for that great end. 
His lowly cradle was a manger, and His death- 
bed was a bloody cross ; and what it cost Him so 
much to buy. His Father is ready to bestow, 
' without money and without price.* He gives 
it for the asking : *nay, more, much more than 
that — rare thing in the experience of the poor 
and needy — He presses His bounty on our ac- 
ceptance.*' 

" I have seen a great sight to-day,** said a 
minister on one occasion. ^^ I saw a woman in a 
state of unregeneracy; I then saw her in a state 
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of grace ; and before the day was over she was 
in a state of glory. Like the thief on the 
cross, she stepped out of herself into Christ, 
and then, by Christ, into glory.'* He that 
believeth is saved. It is looking and living; 
trusting and having all things. 




CHAPTER in. 



DAY WITHOUT CLOUDS. 

"DweUing in light." 

« Walk in the Hght, thy path shaU be 
Peaceful, serene, and bright : 
For Gk>d, by grace, shall dwell in thee, 
And G-od himself is light." 




J|LOUDLESS skies often mark for 
weeks in succession tropical climes. 
No shadow during that time ever 
dims the bright shining of the sun. 
The firmament, like a canopy of unbroken 
sapphire, hangs over the earth, and men follow 
their employments in full and perpetual day- 
light. But as it is thus in the natural world, 
so it often is in the spiritual. There are here 
also firmaments of unbroken illumination ; skies 
which no clouds ever darken or dull. There 
are believers who live in continuous sunshine. 
The dust of doubt never thickens their atmos- 
phere, nor does any cloud of misgiving ever 
break the light which pours in upon their 
hearts. They may find themselves in paths 
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which are slippery and difficult of ascent, stand- 
ing face to face with foes that would gladly 
interrupt their progress and spoil them of every 
privilege and hope, suflfering on beds of sick- 
ness, and weeping over the triumphs of death ; 
but the warmth of their first love continues ; 
they retain the possession of the peace which pass- 
eth all understanding, and pass on to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their heads. 
They keep near to Jesus by daily communion 
and a constantly exercised faith, and walk in 
the light. Abiding in the doctrine of Christ, 
the power of His blood, and the companionship 
He affords, they stumble on no dark mountains, 
and never lose the assurance of their acceptance 
and adoption. 

It is thus with many whom the writer per- 
sonally knows. The day of their spiritual 
experience is without night. They are em- 
phatically the children of the light and of the 
day. There may be none that are more con- 
scious of failure and unworthiness, but a 
sense of the Divine presence and acceptance 
abides with them and cheers them. "Their 
sun no more goes down, neither does their 
moon withdraw itself, for the Lord is their ever- 
lasting light, and the days of their mourning 
are ended." 

And is not such the experience which God 
would see His people everywhere possessing ? 
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He neither has nor can have pleasare in see- 
ing ns passing through life in darkness and 
uncertainty with regard to onr condition and 
the way of our steps. What He would see us 
marked for is, the trustfulness and buoyancy of 
those who know in whom they believe, and 
follow the ways of righteousness ''with songs 
and everlasting joy upon their heads." 

And what He desires in reference to us He 
may see ; for '' light is sown for the righteous, 
and gladness for the upright in the heart"; 
whilst all are kept in thc^ perfectness of peace, 
whose mind is stayed on Him. 

Such was the experience of Miss Matthews. 
The day of her spiritual life saw no clouds. 
From the hour in which she received Christ 
fully, until the angels entered her room to 
convey her to her home in the heavens, the 
firmament of her spirit remained clear. She 
was a stranger neither to inward weakness nor 
to outward hindrance, to shortcomings in her- 
self nor to oppositions from others, yet the sun 
of her hope never sank beneath the horizon, nor 
declined from its meridian height and bright- 
ness. And thus it was with her even when in 
the depths of exhaustion and racked by the 
intensest suffering. She still triumphed in 
Christ, and abode in the light. Her eye was 
never raised but to look on a smiling heaven. 
On the dullest day her room was all sunshine, 
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whilst even in agony her countenance betokened 
the peacefahiess of her spirit. Each time I 
visited her during her protracted iUness, I felt 
that I was in contact and communion with a 
soul reposing in the bosom of Jesus, and bathed 
in the light of heaven. The sitting by her bed- 
side was often like the looking through an open 
door into the world of light. It was good to be 
there. And many who from time to time 
visited her, felt it to be so. 

One who could well understand her state, and 
sympathise with her in her deepest joys and 
sweetest communings with Christy thus describes 
an interview with her, during her illness, and 
the state of mind in which he found her. ^' I 
spoke to her of the indescribable inward sweet- 
ness and holy rapture which it is the privilege 
of those to enjoy, as an earnest of their future 
inheritance, who trust to Jesus for a perfect 
salvation. I soon found that these were experi- 
ences with which she was &miliar, and that the 
Prince of Peace had taken up His abode in her 
heart, which had been purified by His most 
precious blood, and prepared to be His habi- 
tation. 

'* She told me that some one had cautioned 
her against praying for so much joy ; but she 
said, ' I do not pray for that, but for an increase 
of faith, and with that come all the fruits of the 
Spirit and cluster round the heart.' She was 
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not only full of love, and joy, and peace, but 
manifestly bore the lovely image of Jesus. She 
added, 'Jesus Himself talks with me, and answers 
all my prayers.' Full sanctification of heart 
does indeed bring with it a peace * which passeth 
all understanding, a joy unspeakable and full of 
glory,* and introduces, to a most beatifying 
degree, communion with God. 

" Soon after her conversion she had revealed 
to her the necessity of a more perfect work of 
grace in the heart than she had attained. She 
rejoiced with joy unspeakable and full of glory 
in the assurance of her acceptance, and the con- 
sciousness of the love of Christ, but she was 
yet a stranger to inward purity and entire sanc- 
tification. She was delivered from the guilt of 
sin, but not from its pollution and power. But 
she was led to see that this was her privilege in 
Christ, and resolved, by Divine help, to make 
it her own, to give up all for Jesus, to consider 
herself wholly His, and to receive Him as a 
Saviour, not only from the punishment of sin, 
but from its defilement and dominion. She 
became at once obedient to the heavenly call, 
and the language of her heart was henceforth, 
* Behold, Lord, I am no longer mine own, but 
Thine ; I yield to Thee all that I am and have.' 
She now realised Christ as her perfect Saviour. 
It was now that she learnt to see that there was 
no sin in being tempted, but in yielding to it * 
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and in the sweet simplicity of her £Edth, it would 
have been as easy for her to have doubted her 
own existence as the power of Jesus to save and 
keep her from all sin. Her faith was fully re- 
warded. Christ was all to her that she looked 
to Him to become ; the light of life as well as 
the haven of security ; her sanctification as well 
as her justification." 

But, dear reader, what the life of faith is and 
was to those now referred to, it may be to you. 
Your sky also may be without clouds. You 
may often be encompassed with mists, and see 
your way beset with difficulties, but your fir- 
mament may yet be clear. Your eye, each time 
it looks upward, may be met by a bright sun- 
shine. Say not that this is the experience of 
but few. That does not prove that it may not 
be yours.' Neither does it prove that it is the 
will of God that it should not be the experience 
of all. '* Light is sown for the righteous, and 
gladness for the upright in the heart.'' ** The 
fruit of the Spirit is joy and peace.'' God has no 
pleasure in seeing His people walking in dark- 
ness an^ in heaviness and despondency of heart. 
It is anything but glorifying to Him to see us 
questioning our sonship, and ever and anon 
*' laying again the foundation of repentance 
from dead works." And yet many seem to 
think that it is so. They seem to imagine that 
they commend themselves to Him by living at a

distance from Him, dwelling among clouds, and 
regarding themselves in the worst possible light. 
Never was a greater mistake made, nor one 
more to be deplored. The path which we are 
asked to follow is the path which shines brighter 
and brighter nnto the perfect day. The way of 
the '^ delectable mountains '' is that by which 
our Lord would see us pressing onward to the 
mansions He is preparing for us. And hence 
His injunction and assurance, '* Follow Me; for 
he that foUoweth Me, shall not walk in dark- 
ness, but shall have the light of life." Be not 
then, dear reader, of the multitude who live far 
beneath their privileges. Salvation is deliver- 
ance from the darkness, as well as the guilt 
and dominion of sin. Believers, according to 
St. Paul, are the children of the day and not of 
the night. But they are so only as they confide 
in Christ for a full salvation, claim by faith 
what He has provided for them, and walk in 
nearness of communion with Him. Let them 
do this and their light will never fail, whilst 
their peace will be as a river, and their righteous- 
ness as the waves of the sea.

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General Saxon. As himself and family one day 
were seated in the verandah of their residence, 
they saw an aged and infirm coloured woman 
walking slowly up the path before them.

Mrs. S. replied, ' I some- 
times hope I am, but I have so many dark 
hours that I often doubt whether I am a Chris- 
tian at alL* * Oh, honey ! ' exclaimed the coloured 
visitant, * you habn't gibben up de world. Dat 
is de difficulty. It cost me a great struggle to 
gib up de world.' * What had she to give up ? ' 
thought Mrs. S. in her own mind. Every 
individual has his or her world, and no one gives 
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up that world without a struggle, and this poor 
coloured woman, even when she was a slave 
under the driver's whip, working without wages 
on little food, had found it hard to exchange her 
world for the Lord Jesus as her only portion. 

* But, honey,* continued the speaker, * don't you 
mind dem dark hours. You look right to Jesus, 
and keep fast hold ob Him, and He will take all 
dose dark hours from you, and dey will nebber 
come to you any more. Oh, how lobing Jesus 
is ! ' She went on to say, ' De bressed Fader 
said to Him, Jesus, my Son, you go down into 
dat dark and wicked world down dare, and if 
you can find any poor sinners dat want to be 
sabed, you take from dem dar sins, and den 
bring dem up here and lay dem in My bosom.'* 
Here she began to reel to and fro, her appre- 
hensions of the love of Christ lying with such 
weight upon her mind as almost to make her 
stagger. At length she exclaimed, ' Won't you

' Just go into the parlour,' replied Mrs. S., ' and 
one of our daughters will play upon the piano 
and sing for you.' * Oh, no ! * she exclaimed, 

* it won't do for me to go in dare. But I can 
hear de miusic and singing out here.' As the 
music and the songs proceeded, however, she 
kept drawing nearer and nearer, until she at 
last looked into the room, and eventually entered 
and kneeled near the instrument.

"He gare Himself for ns, that He might redeem U3 from all 
iniquity, and purify us unto Himself." 

« I lay my wants on Jeaufl, 

All fulness dwells in Him :

He doth my soul redeem. 
I lay my griefs on Jesus, 

My burdens and my cares ; 
He from them all releases, 

He all my sorrows shares." 




^EW, it is to be feared, have a fall 
nnderstanding of the salvation of 
Christ. Fewer still have an expe- 
rience of all its blessedness and 
power. All that multitudes mean by it is simply 
preservation from the perdition of the lost. 
They accordingly look to the Saviour for nothing 
more, having no feeling or belief as to any 
further want. They know not, alas ! that they 
are dead, and need to be quickened ; benighted, 
and need to be illuminated ; defiled, and need to 
be purified ; carnal, and need to be made spiritual ; 
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and earthly, and require to be prepared for the 
heavens. Yet such are their wants, and wants 
that must be met ere they can possess the 
recovery they need, and stand before God in the 
perfectness of acceptance and sonship. But 
these are wants which the salvation of the 
Gospel perfectly covers. The mission of Christ 
contemplated all the needs of men. It was not 
merely to effect for them emancipation from the 
hands of the destroyer that the everlasting Son 
vacated the throne and put Himself in the place 
of a servant, but their perfect recovery to 
righteousness and God. The testimony of 
Scripture on the point is complete : ** Who 
gave Himself for us, that He might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify us unto Himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good works." " For 
He hath made Him to be sin for us who knew no 
sin, that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in Him.'* ** For this purpose was the Son 
of God manifested, that He might destroy the 
works of the devil." " And his name shall be 
called Jesus, for he shall save his people from 
their sins." 

These, with multitudes of similar passages, 
clearly teach that the salvation which the gospel 
reveals and offers is a perfect salvation, — salva- 
tion from the power of sin as well as from its 
punishment, and from its pollution as well as 
from its reign. And such is the experience of all 
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who perfectly receive Christ, fully retain Him, 
and daily walk in Him. Their sins and iniquities 
are remembered against them no more and for 
ever. They are cleansed and kept from all 
unrighteousness by the blood on which they 
rely, and live before God in the liberty and joy 
of filial acceptance and privilege. They have no 
condemnation, because in Christ they possess the 
light of eternal life, and know the peace which 
passeth all understanding. Christ is made of 
God unto them wisdom, justification, sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption. Walking in the light as 
Christ is in the light, they have fellowship with 
Him, and His blood keeps them clean firom all 
sin. 

Such was the experience of Louisa Matthews. 
What she received from Christ, and enjoyed in 
Him, was salvation in ii^ fulne$8. She was led 
by the Spirit to see that nothing less than such 
a salvation would ever put her in the place of 
security, communion, and blessedness, it was her 
privilege to occupy ; but looking to Jesus for it, 
she attained it. He became to her- a Deliverer 
from sin, as well as a Protector from its penal 
consequences, her Sanctifier as well as her 
Justifier, and her Companion as well as her 
Lord. She looked to Him to fulfil in her the 
object of His mission, and complete the work of 
righteousness, and she was not disappointed. 
H9 had respect to her faith and prayers, and 
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" destroyed in her the works of the deyil." He 
broke up and utterly removed from her the 
image of Satan, and substituted in its place the 
likeness of God. As the result, she regarded 
Him with an unwavering confidence, loved Him 
with a perfect affection, and offered to Him for 
habitation a heart entirely cleansed by the ap- 
plication of His own all-purifying blood. "I 
have often been enabled," she says in one of the 
brief papers which record her experience, "to 
act strong faith in Jesus for entire sanctification, 
and to do this even in the absence of comfort. 
This has diffused a heaven of sweetness through 
my soul, and brought with it the powerful 
witness of the Spirit to my freedom from in- 
dwelling sin. But with the consciousness of 
being cleansed from the pollutions of sin, I am 
still sensible of numberless failures and deficien- 
cies, which render it necessary to my having 
continually recourse to the atoning blood of 
Jesus. Our best services are so imperfect and 
unworthy that, were they not offered in the 
name of Christ, and on the ground of His all- 
availing sacrifice, they could be by no means 
acceptable to God. But while we rest in the 
constant exercise of faith, embracing the whole 
record that God has given concerning His Son, 
we shall have constant experience of the efficacy 
of the Redeemer's blood, and shall, from moment 
to moment, enjoy complete salvation from sin. 
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Nothing short of this comes up to the standard 
of apostolic teaching and experience, and nothing 
short of this should satisfy us." 

Thus delivered from sin, its indwelling power, 
and manifold impurities, it was her privilege to 
enjoy nearness of approacH to God, to commime 
with Him as a friend, and to have much power 
with Him in prayer, both for herself and for 
others. The blessedness promised to the pure 
in heart was her portion. She saw God. Her 
eyes beheld -ihe King, — ^the Lord of hosts ; and 
seeing Him she became like Him. Her soul 
panted after Him, and, being delivered from all 
hindrances to nearness of access to Him, she was 
admitted into His presence, to the enjoyment of 
sweetest intercourse and of fresh discoveries of 
glory and grace. Of these discoveries she often 
spake, but invariably with humility and bated 
breath. It was always a wonder to her that she 
was admitted within the veil, and allowed to 
witness such disclosures of redeeming love, 
and to know such fulness of blessedness. Yet 
her experience was no dream. It was a conscious 
reality, — and a promised good. And who is 
there by whom a like one may not be had ? The 
door that leads to it is open to all who are pre- 
pared to pass it. Let the holiness which qualifies 
for communion' with God, and a sense of His 
gracious bestowments be possessed, and all that 
Louisa Matthews attained vnll be found available. 
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But who is there by whom holiness Diay not be 
attained ? There is no one to whom the blood 
of Christ may not be applied ; but that blood 
cleanses from all sin. There are none to whom 
the offer of Divine grace is not made ; but that 
grace teaches us to denjr ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, and to live soberly, righteously, and godly 
in this present world. There is no hearer of 
the Gospel, or reader of these pages, by whom 
full faith in Christ may not be exercised ; but 
such faith worketh by love, purifieth the heart, 
overcometh the world, and yieldeth the peaceable 
fruits of righteousness. 

But, dear reader, you not only may be holy, 
you ought to be. What God wills is your aanc- 
tification. His command therefore is, ''Be ye 
holy, for I am holy." " Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect.*' "For God hath not called us unto 
uncleanness," says St. Paul, "but unto holi- 
ness." " Follow peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the Lord." Now 
these commands are for the present. It is in 
this life that holiness is to be acquired, not in 
that which is to come. " Into heaven nothing 
entereth that defileth." A state of sin is not a 
state of salvation. "If you regard iniquity in 
your heart, the Lord will not hear you." Only 
as you are holy you are Christ's, safe against the 
perdition of the ungodly, and prepared for the 
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realms of bliss. Then place yourself under the 
power of the blood, and by faith keep yourself 
there; and cleansed as well as forgiven, it will 
be your privilege to live in intimate and loving 
fellowship with your Lord,.experience the sweet- 
ness of Divine peace, and know a blessedness of 
which men are ignorant who are only partially 
delivered and purified. You will walk in sun- 
shine. The Lord will be your everlasting light, 
and your God your glory. 




CHAPTEE V. 

THE ETER-FLOWING FOUNTAIN. 

" Thy word was the joy of my heart."

HE state of the heart may always be 
judged of by the estimate attached 
to the Bible. "We are the children 
of God as far as we value His Word. 
We may be regular in our attendance on the 
services of His house, active and zealous in 
worlds of Christian usefulness, and open and 
stedfast in our profession of discipleship to the 
Lord Jesus; but if we are seldom found in 
communion with the Scriptures of truth, take 
no delight in the quiet and earnest study of 
their pages, and seek with anything less than 
daily frequency to get from them the instruction 
we need, we have but little of the mind of Christ 
and of genuine piety. Quickened souls require 
and crave for food. Men who are fully alive 
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unto God are satisfied with nothing less than a 
growing acquaintance with His character and 
will ; and us this is acquired by the perusal 
of His Word, they make such perusal a daily 
business. Their delight is in the law of the 
Lord. Like David, they regard it with ardour 
of affection, meditate on it with frequency, and 
make its statutes the song of their rejoicing in 
the house of their pilgrimage. They feel that 
as they grow in the knowledge of its contents, 
they grow also in the possession of the grace 
which it reveals. Brought into contact with 
the thoughts of God, and thereby into com- 
munion with Him, they increase in their resem- 
blance to His likeness, '^ Beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, they are changed 
into the same image." The entrance Of His 
Word giveth light. By the knowledge and in- 
fluence of it they are, as Christ Himself assures 
them, deUvered from the thraldom of sin, and 
purified from its defilements. 

The Word of God was thus prized by Miss 
Matthews. The diligence with which she 
studied it during the two years of her converted 
life was something remarkable. The evidences 
of this were afforded by the familiarity which 
she showed with its contents, in teaching 
and conversation, and also by the well-marked 
copy, and sheets of texts fully transcribed 
and carefully classified, which she left behind 
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her. She searched it as for hidden treasure. 
It was the man of her counsel by day, and the 
friend of her bosom by night. It commanded 
all her spare moments when in health, and when 
confined to the chamber of sickness occupied a 
large portion of her time. And seldom was she 
more happy, or realised more fully her oneness 
with Christ and standing in the Divine family 
than when meditating on its truths, and with 
pen or pencil in hand, noting by expressive 
marks the passages which were made by the 
Spirit the means of nourishment to her soul, 
messages of communication to her heart, and 
as opened windows for her contemplation of 
heaven's glory. As she was wont to express it, 
**7* was an ever-flowing fountain to her spirif.^' 
Pointing to its opened pages, she would say, 
*' There is the river, the streams whereof make 
glad the City of God, the holy place of the 
tabernacles of the Most High." So she drank 
of the brook by the way, finding in the Divine 
promises of help, assurances of mercy, utter- 
ances of love, and disclosures of grace, streams 
that were ever available, that refreshed her in 
her weariness, strengthened her in her weak- 
ness, and satisfied her in her longings, as often 
as she drank of them. She was as a tree planted 
by the rivers of water, furnished with abundance 
of nourishment, and bringing forth fruit in its 
season. 
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Thus feeding on the Scriptures, appropriating 
their promises, drawing with increasing fubess 
from their inexhaustible stores, and hearing in 
their words of truth and mercy the voice of a 
present and loving Lord, she grew up into the 
stature of the fulness of Christ, and was kept in 
sunshine and peace. 

Allow me, dear reader, to ask whether the 
Bible has anything of this value and attraction 
to you ? remember that it is only as you 
walk in the light of it, that you walk securely ; 
and only as you act in the strength of it, that 
you act with success for God ; and only as you 
grow in the knowledge of it, that you increase 
in the grace which makes meet for heaven. 
Are you, then, doing this? The question is 
one which needs pressing. The age is any- 
thing but a Bible-reading one. And hence the 
errors that prevail, the ease with which multi- 
tudes are turned away from the simplicity that 
is in Christ, and the little fruit that is brought 
forth unto perfection by thousands who profess 
to be religious. Be not content, then, with 
having the Scriptures in your possession, with 
listening to a weekly exposition of some text or 
passage from them from the pulpit, and with an 
occasional and cursory perusal of a chapter from 
their pages. It is not thus that you are to "be- 
come rooted and grounded in love, possessed of 
the thoughts of God, and conformed to the 
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image of Christ. To be so you must read and 
study, in faith and prayer, the Book from which 
these blessings come. The Spirit of God never 
acts with greater power upon the heart of the 
believer, for his enlightenment and salvation, 
than when alone with his Bible, pondering over 
its pages, and earnestly seeking to know the 
meaning of its contents. Search the Scriptures, 
then, thus. And what reasons have you for 
doing so? It reveals eternal life, and testifies 
of Christ. 

" Wondrous book ! it engages the study of 
angels, and yet is not above the understanding 
of a little child. It shows us man raised to the 
position of a son of God, and the Son of God 
stooping to the condition of man. It heals by 
wounding, and kills to make alive. It is an 
armoury of heavenly weapons, a laboratory of 
infallible medicines, a mine of exhaustless 
wealth. Teaching kings how to reign, and 
subjects how to obey ; masters how to rule, and 
domestics how to serve ; pastors how to preach, 
and people how to hear ; teachers how to in- 
struct, and pupils how to learn ; husbands how 
to love their wives, and wives how to obey their 
husbands, it contains rules for men in all 
possible conditions of life. It is a guide-book 
for every road, a chart for every sea, a medicine 
for every malady, a balm for every wound, and 
a comfort for every grief. Divinely adapted to 
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our circumstances, whatever these may be, we 
can say of this book as David said of the giant's 
sword, 'Give me that; there is none like it.' 
Bob us of the Bible, and our sky has lost its 
sun; and in other, even in the best of other, 
books we have nought left but the glimmer of 
twinkling stars."

CHAPTEE VI. 

THE NEVER-FAILING PRESENCE. 

" Lo I I am with you always." 

'* Abide with me from mom till eve, 
For without thee I cannot live ; 
Abide with me when night is nigh, 
For without thee I cannot die." 




HE companionship of Jesus is a blessed 
privilege. Yet the honour is not 
restricted to the angels who stand 
around His throne, and wait for His 
commands ; nor to the glorified from among 
men, who walk with Him the golden streets, and 
have fellowship with Him amid the scenes of 
eternity ; it is accorded to the humblest saint on 
earth, and may be constantly and largely enjoyed 
by all who trust in Him for salvation. The 
language in which He addresses His people is 
proof of this : " I will come to you . . . Lo, I 
am with you always. . . . He that hath My 
commandments and keepeth them, he it is that 
loveth Ma; and he that loveth Me shall be loved 
of My Father, and I will love Him, and will 
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manifest Myself to him. ... If a man love 

Me, he will keep My words, and My Father will 

love him, and We will come unto him and make 

our abode with him." 

But the presence of Christ is guaranteed to 

His people, not only by the promises which He 

has made to them, but by the intimate and 

loving relationship in which He stands to them. 

He is the Vine, and they are the branches ; He 

is the Foundation, and they are the building ; 

He is the Head, and they are the body. The 

language of the apostle accordingly is, " They 

that are joined to the Lord are one spirit." 

" We are members of His body, of His flesh, 

and of His bones;** **We are the body of 

Christ, and members in particular.'* How 

blessed is the privilege which these passages 

express ! How wondrous the union which they 

teach ! But that union may be daily remembered 

and increasingly appreciated. And where that 

is done, the presence of Jesus will be realised, 

and His companionship enjoyed. And this is 

what Christ would bave His people everywhere 

to do. He would have them to remember Him, 

to walk with Him, and to enjoy Him ; to believe 

and feel that He is always near to them, whether 

in society or solitude, in the place of business or 

the sanctuary of wor^ip, on the heights of 

prosperity or in the depths of depression, and for 

the purpose of shielding them, leadmg them to 

d2 
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higher attainments in His kingdom, and enrich- 
ing them with continued and increasing com- 
munications from His fulness. There are many 
with whom this is the case. Christ is thus 
acknowledged and enjoyed hy them. They live 
not only by Christ, but with Him. They not 
only follow Him as disciples, they walk with 
Him as companions. They abide in Him, and 
not only in the faith and love of Him, but in the 
recognition and enjoyment of Him. 

This was specially the case with the young 
believer once and again already spoken of. Jesus 
was her daily companion. She walked and 
talked with Him as a friend. She entrusted 
Him with all her thoughts, and conversed with 
Him as with one between whom and herself the 
fullest and freest intimacy subsisted. One who 
knew well the life of faith and fellowship with 
Christ which she lived, and who knows herself 
very fully what such a life is, thus testifies 
regarding her. '^ She was drawn into close 
communion and intimate fellowship with her 
precious Jesus. Hers was not a walking afar o£f 
from Christ. She loved to lie leaning on the 
bosom of His love. Hanging on Him was one 
of her favourite expressions. She courted 
solitude, and never was happier than when, with 
door and window closed, she was listening to the 
voice of Him whose voice is only heard in the 
stillness. This was her recreation and delight. 
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to be with Jesus, and in full and uninterrupted 
communion with Him. The habit of telling Him 
everything became confirmed with her, so that 
it was as natural for her to go and tell Jesus, 
as it is for the child to go and tell its mother 
whatever is upon its mind. Hers was not merely 
dry head knowledge, but real heart knowledge. 
Kept by the power of God, her soul was kept 
ever on the altar, and the warm fire from off 
that altar entered her heart. X^^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ 
in her the fulfilment of the Saviour's prayer, 
* That the love wheremth Thou hast loved 
Me, may be in them, and I in them.* She 
would shrink into terror at the thought of self. 
She abhorred herself, and ever regarded what was 
to be approved of in her as belonging to Him 
from whom alone any goodness could proceed. 
She repudiated the word * good ' as applied to 
herself. * Only let me glorify Thee, Lord,' was 
her constant prayer. In thought, word, and 
deed she desired the glory of God, the ingather- 
ing of the thoughts and imagination, so that, 
having all-suflSciency of grace for all things, 
every feeling of the soul might be brought into 
captivity to the obedience of Christ. Everything 
was referred by her to the wiU of her Lord, not 
only in the concerns of life which we feel to be 
above us, but in smallest matters. She was 
taught by the Spirit the comprehensiveness of 
the words, ' Be careful for nothing, but in every 
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thing by prayer and supplication, let your requests 
be made known unto God.* Having tasted of 
the preciousness of Christ's love, she yearned for 
as much of Himself as it was possible for her to 
have, and therefore, that she might have this, 
was continually asking from Him, communing 
with Him, and hanging on Him.*' 

Such was the privilege which she claimed in 
Christ,, on the ground of promise and relation- 
ship, and which she daily and hourly enjoyed. 
Jesus was not a Saviour and Friend living at a 
distance from her, biit in closest nearness. She 
abode in Him, and He abode with her. She 
recognised His presence in the place of business 
and in the chamber of sickness, and enjoyed it 
in all the sweet influences it diffuses through the 
heart, the Divine tranquillity it imparts to the 
soul, and the confidence, gratitude, and love it 
excites in the spirit. But what was thus en- 
joyed by her, may also, dear reader, be enjoyed 
by you. You too may know Jesus as an ever- 
present friend. It is thus that He Himself 
would have you to know Him ; not as a king in 
the heavens, but as a loving companion ; not as 
an advocate within the veil, but as a brother by 
your sido ; not as an enthroned power, but as a 
sustaining presence — constantly and fully en- 
joyed. But what He wishes you to have, you 
may possess. In every step of your journey 
through the world you may be cheered by His 
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presence, be encouraged by it when depressed, 
comforted by it when sorrowful, strengthened by 
it when feeble, protected by it when in danger, 
and in the last hour of life be made more than 
conqueror by it oyer the last enemy. And is 
not this the privilege you would enjoy ? It is 
the privilege that you need to have. What you 
want is a living presence, a loving person, a com-* 
panion to commune with and lean on. '^ None 
but Jesus," writes one, ^' can avail us either for 
peace of conscience with reference to past trans- 
gressions, peace of heart with reference to present 
circumstances, or peace of mind with reference 
to future prospects. This is not theory, but 
experience." 

" I feel," writes another, " that nothing can 
do me good but personal contact with the living 
person of the Lord Jesus. Looking at systems 
and creeds, doctrines and duties, may be all 
very well in its own place, but if I am to be a 
healthy, fruit-bearing Christian, I must look 
steadily and confidingly to the great High Priest 
who assumed our nature to bear our sins and 
win our confidence. When by faith we are 
enabled to fix a steady ga^e on Jesus, how little 
do we care for the smile or frown of the world ! 
Looking unto Jesus, and living with Him, 
enables the worm Jacob to thresh the mountains 
and beat them small, and make the hills as 
chaff. But I often feel that it is a very difScult 
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matter to look away from myself, though I am 
sure I never get anything there to make me feel 
happy. No ; all is in my Eedeemer, and it is 
only when I am looking to Him as all my sal- 
vation that I feel satisfied, and think I could face 
death with composure." 

"I like,'* says a third, "to get into contact 
with the living person of the living Bedeemer. 
There is no one that I know so well, that I love 
so dearly, and that I find it so profitable to 
associate with/* To walk with Christ is to live 
in the light, and ever have at command the 
resources which are all-sufficient for every need. 




CHAPTER Vn. 

THE INDWELLING OF THE SPIRIT.

HEBE is nothing that so distinguishes 
a believer in the Lord Jesus as the 
possession of the Spirit. By this, 
more than anything else, he is 
separated from the men of the world, constituted 
a child of God, and endowed with Divine power. 
He has nothing of good which he does not owe 
to the Spirit's bestowment. He is indebted to 
Him for the life in Ood which he possesses, and 
for whatever of resemblance to Christ, and bless- 
edness in experience he enjoys. He sees from the 
testimony of Scripture that, but for the inter- 
position of the Holy Ghost on his behalf, he 
would have continued in the death of trespasses 
and sins, remained in ignorance of Christ and 
his own condition, and passed from the world,

10 right-hearted Christian is content 
to occupy alone the place of blessing 

and rest to which he has been raised. 

He would see others sitting with 
him in the banqueting hotise of love, walking 
with him the way of security, and anticipating 
with equal confidence and joy the same ever- 
lasting home. But this he wishes far more for 
Christ's sake than for men's. His pity for the 
unsaved may be great, but is not to be compared 
with the love he has to his Lord. What he 
most longs for, therefore, is the honour of the 
Saviour. He would see men, for their own 
sakes, in the Divine family, and possessed of 
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the blessedness and dignity of God's children ; 
bat he would behold this for Christ's sake espe- 
cially, Whose honour is dearer to him than his 
own happiness. Yes, what the Christian desires 
more than anything else is to see the Saviour 
Whom he loves, and to Whom he feels under 
deep and lasting obligations, enthroned in human 
hearts, enjoying the homage and service of those 
for whom He died, and receiving so far the 
reward for which He endured the Cross and 
despised the shame. His prayer continually, 
therefore, is, "Father, glorify Thy Son; give 
to Him the heathen for His inheritance, and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for His pos« 
session." And when the prayer, in any measure, 
is answered, and the purposes of redemption are 
so far accomplished, he gives thanks, and is 
glad. 

But the believer is not satisfied with merely 
wishing for all this, and rejoicing over it when 
more or less realised: he works for it. He 
takes and makes opportunities for aiding its 
attainment. He seeks to fulfil his mission as a 
witness-bearer for his Lord, and is often found 
commending Him to those who are strangers, in 
personal experience, to His salvation and friend- 
ship. Constrained by the love of Christ, he 
speaks for Him, and in various ways acts for 
Him. Anxious to witness Him seeing of the 
travail of His soul, the prostrated temple of the 
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human spirit restored and reflecting His glory, 
the dominion of Satan overturned, and the pur- 
poses of the Gross fulfilled, he accepts salvation 
for himself, and earnestly commends it to those 
around him. 

Such was the case with Louisa Matthews. 
The love of Christ constrained her. Feeling 
how much she owed to Him, and that He was 
ever ready to bless others as He had blessed 
her, she sought by different methods, and in 
various scenes, to make Him known to those 
who were still without His salvation — to induce 
them to accept His mercy, and give themselves 
to His service. She pitied their condition, and 
laboured hard to realisiB her wishes with regard 
to them. It was a common thing with her, 
when she had strength for the task, to go on a 
Sunday into one of the courts leading out of 
Tottenham Court Boad, and, gathering around 
her children and adults, give to them tracts, 
speak to them of the love and grace of Jesus, 
His power to help them, and His willingness to 
save them, and to plead with them, as long 
as they would listen, and her strength would 
allow, to take Him as their Friend and Helper. 
When at length she was no longer able, 
through weakness, to go after the lost, and 
lead them to Christ, she would get such 
brought to her bedside, and plead with them 
there. 
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As her malady was one of confirmed consump- 
tion, it was thought by some that if she entered 
the Brompton Hospital her sofferings might be 
reUeved, and probably some months added to 
her life. She acceded to the wish that was thus 
expressed, and entered the hospital ; bat the 
motive which principally inflaenced her was the 
hope of being useful to some of the patients 
with whom she might be associated. Accord- 
ingly, when in the institution, she laid herself 
out for the good of those around her, and the 
testimony she bore was not in vain. Some 
learned from her lessons which they had never 
known before, while one soul, at least, was led 
by her to a saving knowledge and acceptance of 
Christ, and died rejoicing in the fulness of 
Christian hope. 

'' She was permitted," says one already 
quoted from, " to labour actively for several 
months after her conversion in the fervour of 
her first love. She sowea beside all waters, and 
was instant in season and out of season in the 
service of Him Whom she loved. When her 
roadside work was done, other work by her 
bedside began. Her deep anxiety for the salva- 
tion of souls called forth from her continual 
prayer for those who saw not their danger. In 
the sick room the banner of the Cross was up- 
lifted. To the worldly and ungodly her theme 
was ' Jesus.' * Behold the Lamb of God, which 
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taketh away the sins of the world.* ' Look and 
live/ To the believer, also, her theme was 
* Jesus.^ To one she spoke of Him as the Sin- 
bearer, and to another as the 'Man of Sorrows*; 
showing to all that in Jesus their several neces- 
sities and requirements were provided for. These 
lines she loved much — 

' All things that can satisfy, 
Having Jesus, these have 1/ 

To little children, as well as to adults, her 
theme was ' Jesus.' Before her illness, she was 
engaged in a Bagged School, and when com- 
pelled to forego the pleasure of taking her class, 
she asked the scholars to her bedside that she 
might teach them there. This she continued 
to do for some time, and then requested the 
children to bring their parents to her, that she 
might have the opportunity of leading them 
also to a saving knowledge of her Lord. Thus 
her sick chamber was the school of instruction 
to many, and, it is hoped, the door of admis- 
sion to not a few into the kingdom and family 
of God." 

Is such, my reader, the course of witnessing 
and working for Christ that you are pursuing ? 
I address you as a believer. You have been 
delivered from the horrible pit and the miry 
clay of an unregenerate condition, emancipated 
from the bondage of evil, raised to the place 
and privileges of a son of the Highest, and are 
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following the way that leads to the gloiy and 

blessedness of heaven; what, then, are you 

doing for Him to whom you are indebted for all 

this mercy? Are yon awake to yonr obliga* 

tions, and seeking to fhlfil them ? It is not for 

yonr own sake alone that yon are continued on 

the earth, but for the sake of others, and that 

more entirely — ^that you may be a worker with 

God in the matter of their salvation, and a 

helper of truth to the mastery of souls and the 

dominion of the world. Do you keep from 

pursuing the course called to, on the ground 

that you have no qualification for usefulness ? — 

that you have neither learning, nor influence, 

nor money to use in Christian service ? '^ Look 

at the coral-reef, where it encircles the fSEur 

isles that lie like bright gems on the bosom of 

the Pacific, or by Australian shores, and 

stretches its unbroken wall for a thousand 

leagues along the sea. How contemptible the 

architects ! yet the aggregate of their labours, 

mocking our greatest breakwaters, how colossal! 

So it ought to be, and would be, were every 

Christian man and Christian woman to feel 

their own individual responsibilities, and rise 

to the height of their calling. All cannot be 

bright and burning lights : that honour is re- 

.served for John the Baptist and a few such men. 

But s6e how that candle in a cottage window 

sends out its rays, streaming fiEur through the 

s 
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depths of the night. Why should not we shine, 
though but like that ? — shine, though it should 
be to illumine only the narrow walls of our 
country's humblest home ? 

'' Consider/' as the same writer goes on to 
say, '' how the greatest things ever done ou 
earth have been done by little and little — little 
agents, little persons, and little things. How 
was the wall restored around Jerusalem ? By 
each man, whether his house was an old palace 
or the rudest cabin, building the breach before 
his own door. How was the soil of the new 
world redeemed from gloomy forests ? By each 
sturdy emigrant cultivating the patch round his 
own log cabin. How have the greatest battles 
been won ? Not by the generals who got their 
breasts blazoned with stars, and their brows 
crowned with honours, but by the rank and 
file, every man holding to his post, and ready to 
die on the battle-field. They won the victory ! 
It was achieved by the blood and courage of the 
many ; and if the world is ever to be conquered 
for our Lord, it is not by ministers, nor by office- 
bearers, nor by the great, and noble, and mighty, 
but by every man and woman, every member of 
Christ's body, being a working member : doing 
their own work, filling their own sphere, holding 
their own post, and saying to Jesus, 'Lord, 
what wilt Thou have me to do ? ' And, indeed, 
when all is done, I venture to say of the busiest 
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man, that, when he lies on a dying bed, and 
grim death stands over him, his won't be the 
pleasant reflection, How much have I done ! 
but rather the regretful thought, How much 
have I left undone ! How many more sinners 
might I have warned ; how many more wretched 
might I have blessed ; how many more naked 
might I have clothed; how many more poor 
might I have fed ; how many in hell may be 
cursing my want of faithfulness ; how few in 
heaven are blessing God for my Christian, kind 
fidelity ! Ah, the best of us will be thankful 
to be taken to glory, not as profitable servants, 
but as sinners saved/* 
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CHAPTER TX. 

THE TEIUMPHS OP PAITH. 

^ All tliingB are poflsible to him tliat beUeyetli.' 

" Tis faith that changw all the heart. 
Tie faith that works by love, 
That bids all ainf nl joys depart, 
And lifts the thoughts above.'' 




ijJAITH has won greater triumphs than 
the sword. It can boast of achieve- 
ments superior to any realised by 
the pen of the scholar, the chisel 
of the sculptor, or the prowess of the warrior. 
What proofs of this are found in the eleventh 
chapter of the epistle to the Hebrews ? ** Who 
through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out of weakness 
were made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned 
to flight the armies of the aliens; women 
received their dead raised to life again; and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliverance ; 
that they might obtain a better resurrection.'* 
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In the strength of faith men have dared the 
most formidable undertakings, triumphed where 
defeat has oflien been experienced^ and been 
cakn and courageous where thousands have 
been eowafdly and alarmed. It has made 
striplings the conquerors of giants, raised the 
young and timid above the fear of death, and 
led the rich and noble to part with all for 
the kingdom of heaven's sake. It has made 
dungeons to ring with the songs of gladness, 
the fires of martyrdom to be as beds of down 
to the saints of the Most High, and the home 
of poverty and loneliness as a mansion of bliss. 
Such are the victories which it has often won 
for men. It has made them bold for Christ in 
the face of adversaries, raised them above the 
fear of danger, and clothed the weak and fearful 
with strength and courage. 

How many illustrative instances of this could 
be given from the ranks of the saved ! But I 
keep to that already dwelt on. 

Naturally delicate irnd timid, Louisa Matthews 
was yet firm and brav^ under the influence of 
her &ith, and undertook services from which 
she would have shrunk in the days of her 
indecision. The visits that were paid by her 
to the courts and alleys already referred to, 
were services of this description. That the 
task of entering such places and witnessing in 
them for Christ, was attended by risks she was

fully aware. Yet such risks were never allowed 
to deter her from the mission to which she 
gave herself. Taking hold of the arm of 
Omnipotence^ and looking more to Christ to 
defend and sustain, than to men to alarm and 
injure, she went into these haunts of wickedness 
and cruelty with as much of calmness and 
assurance as if she had heen going to the 
room of a neighlwuring saint to learn and 
instruct. She triumphed hy faith; and did 
so, not only when surrounded hy the ignorant, 
the yicious, and the daring, hut where it was 
much more difficult to do so, when surrounded 
by those who were her superiors in station, and 
^ho treated her professions with ridicule and 
contempt. 

** Her faith was often put to severe trials, 
for, being employed in a fashionable house 
of business where religion was anything but 
dominant, she was called to endure the taunts 
of many around her who were thoughtless and 
gay. Sometimes a number of them would 
assail her at once, with the view of laughing 
her out of what they considered religious 
melancholy, and making her one with them- 
selves. But her faith stood the test. Nothing 
coidd move her from the hope of her calling. 
The cry of her heart was, * Lord, keep me ' ; 
and the cry was not in vain. Jesus stood by 
her, and she neither faltered nor failed. When 
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her assailants saw the fruitlessness of their 
attempt, they gave up its repetition, and left 
her in the unmolested enjoyment of what was 
evidently prized by her above everything besides, 
and not to be taken from her." 

Bat it was not merely in the alleys of 
Tottenham Court Road, and in the work-room 
of the establishment where she was employed, 
that her faith was triumphant, but also in the 
chamber of sickness. Her sufferings were pro- 
tracted and severe, but in perfect patience she 
possessed her soul in the midst of them all. 
No utterance of complaint ever escaped her 
lips, and no feeling of distrust was allowed 
by her to take possession of the heart. Her 
lungs were not only greatly diseased, the 
trachea was nearly closed up, which rendered 
breathing most difficult, whilst from internal 
ulcerations she endured great pain. By this 
complication of maladies, she was often in 
intense suffering, or rather, as she herself 
expressed it, "in agony," yet no murmuring 
word ever fell from her lips, nor did her 
patience ever waver. Her mother, who was 
constantly by her side, never once discovered 
the least faltering of her faith, nor the slightest 
trace of impatience. Nothing could be more 
beautiful than her meekness and resignation. 
She lay as a weaned child in the arms of Divine 
love; her language from day to day being, 
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"Thy will be done." Her faith brought to 
her help, so that she trod not alone the fire 
through which she passed. One like the Son 
of God was with her, and therefore it was that 
in agony she was submissive, and in her utmost 
prostration placid. She triumphed by her faith. 
And thus, dear reader, it may be with yon 
also. there is no help which faith cannot 
bring to you, no resources which it cannot open 
to you, and no power with which it cannot 
clothe you, either for endurance or work, for 
patience in suffering, or courage in witnessing 
for Christ! Then let it be exercised. Your 
privilege is to lay hold on the great power of 
God, to draw that to your aid, and in the 
strength of it, follow the paths of piety, fulfil 
the services of righteousness, and possess your* 
self of the attainments to which you are called. 
And shall not the privilege be availed of ? All 
things are possible to them that believe — ^who 
are clothed with Divine power — and who live 
and act in the strength of God. By your faith 
you make Christ yours, and all that He is and 
has. You become united to Him, one with 
Him, a member of His body, of His flesh, and 
of His bones — and as such are quickeiied to^ 
gether with Him, raised together with Him, 
seated together with Him, and glorified together 
with Him. So we rise and triumph by faith. 
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CHAPTER X. 

THE EFFICACY OF THB BLOOD. 
" It is the blood that maketh atonement for the sool." 

" My dying Sayionr and my Gtod, 
Fonntain for gnilt and sin I 
Sprinkle me ever with Thy blood, 
And cleanse and keep me dean.'' 
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lELrEYERS overcome "by the blood 
of the Lamb.'* In the power of it they 
maintain their hold of the privileges 
they enjoy, follow the way of their 
heavenly calling, and repel the assaults of the 
adversary. Living in the security in which it 
places, reflecting the purity it gives, and possess- 
ing the peace it imparts, they advance where 
otherwise they would make no progress, and 
triumph where differently circumstanced and 
influenced they would meet only with defeat. 

There was no subject that more engaged the 
thoughts of Miss Matthews than the precious 
blood of Christ. She loved to think of it in all 
the value and efficacy which are attributed to 
it, as atoning for sin and cleansing from its 
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imparity, as perfectly satisfying the demands of 
Divine justice and meeting the necessities 6f 
men, as expressive of God's love to us and the 
guarantee of salvation to all who believe. She 
saw in it the settlement of the whole question of 
sin before Ood, the payment of men's debt, and 
the promise and pledge of all possible good to 
them who trust and follow the Saviour, and it was 
the theme on which she dwelt with frequent and 
ever-increasing delight. 

But she not only read of it, thought about it, 
and referred to it, she made a daily application 
of it. She believed the testimony of God 
concerning it; and living in the reception and 
acknowledgment of that testimony, lived under 
its influence, and in the full and conscious en- 
joyment of the benefits that flow from it. The 
song that she was ever raising in the house of 
her pilgrimage was in the words, — 

'* E'er since by faith I saw the Btream, 
Thy flowing wonndg supply ; 
Bedeeming blood has been my theme, 
Aod shaU be tiU I die." ^ 

The wonder is, not that any saint dwells with 
constancy and gratitude on the blood of atone- 
ment, but that believers generally dwell on it so 
little. It is the all-pervading theme of the 
Bible. It is met with in Genesis and Revelation, 
in Leviticus and Hebrews, in the writings of the 
prophets, and in the gospels of. the evangelists. 
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in the prayers of disciples and the songs of the 
glorified. Then everything in our salvation is 
attributed to it. Are we forgiven ? It is through 
the blood : "in whom we have redemption 
through His blood, even the forgiveness of sin." 
Are we possessed o{ justification ? It is by the 
blood: "justified by His blood." Are we the 
subjects of peace? It is through the blood: 
" having made peace through the blood of His 
Cross." Are we sanctified ? It is by the 
blood: "the blood of Jesus Christ His Son 
cleanseth us from all sin." Are we enjoying 
the privilege of those who live in nearness to 
God ? It is by the blood : " made nigh by the 
blood of Christ." Are we realising victory in 
the contests in which we engage ? It is by the 
blood : " they overcame him by the blood of the 
Lamb." Yes, the theme of the Bible is salvation 
by blood, " When I see the blood," says God, 
" I will pass over you ; for it is the blood that 
maketh atonement for the soul." And, delight- 
ful thought, He is always seeing the blood. 
Jesus has entered into the heavens with His 
blood, and is before the Father with it, as 
Aaron was of old before Him in the holy of 
holies, with the blood which He carried from the 
altar of sacrifice. The ground, then, on which 
sin can be forgiven, and mercy to any extent 
exercised, is ever under the Divine eye. God 
sees in the blood the judgment and punishment 
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of iniquity ; and, therefore, for the sake of it, is 
ready to receive, at any moment, the penitent, 
and place all among His children who look 
to Him for forgiveness and reinstatement in His 
favour. 

But, probably, you ask, Ought nolj " the blood 
to be upon our souls as well as before God in the 
heavens ? '* Unquestionably it ought, and must 
be, if we are to be possessed of the healing it 
gives, and the blessings it confers. But then, it 
is upon us, if we are living in the belief and 
remembrance of God's testimony about it. God 
never separates the blood from His testimony 
concerning it. Wheresoever He sees the one. 
He sees the other also. On the soul which 
holds that testimony as a fully received truth. He 
beholds the blood, shielding and purifying, tell- 
ing that there sin has been judged and penalty 
inflicted, and that death is no more due. Dear 
reader, do you see this ? What God looks at in 
the forgiveness of sin is the blood. Men become 
possessed of its saving application to the heart, 
shielding protection, purifying influence, and 
peace-giving power, by the faith of what God 
says about it. Thus believing you are as cer- 
tainly and completely under its cover, as were 
the Israelites in Egypt, when their door-posts 
were besprinkled with it. 

''And then, as the blood of Jesus is our 
ground of confidence, in coming to God at

the first, for forgiveness of sin, onr main stay in 
trouble, and the spring of all worthy obedience, 
so must it be our only plea in approaching our 
heavenly Father for all needed spiritual bless- 
ings. If we wish to have our souls quickened 
and revived, or a great work of the Spirit 
achieved throughout the land, and millions of 
souls converted, the blood of Jesus must be our 
only plea, as we come to plead for these bless- 
ings at the throne of grace/' '^ In all true 
prayer, great stress is ever laid on the blood of 
Jesus ; perhaps no evidence distinguishes a 
declension in the power and spirituality of prayer 
more strongly than an overlooking of this. 
Where the atoning blood is kept out of view, not 
recognised, not pleaded, not made the grand 
plea, there is a deficiency of power in prayer. 
Words are nothing, fluency of expression nothing, 
niceties of language and brilliancy of thought 
nothing, wben the blood of Christ — ^the new and 
living way of access to Ood, the grand plea that 
moves omnipotence, that gives admission within 
the holy of holies— is sUghted, under-valued, and 
not made the groundwork of every petition. 
Oh ! how much is this overlooked in our prayers 
— ^how is the atoning blood of Immanuel slighted ! 
How little mention we hear of it in the sanctuary, 
in the pulpit, in the social circle ! Whereas it 
is this that makes prayer what it is before God. 
All prayer is acceptable with God, and only so. 
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as it comes up perfumed with the blood of 
Christ ; all prayer is answered as it urges the 
blood of Christ as its plea ; it is the blood of 
Christ that satisfies justice, and meets all the 
demands of the law against us ; it is the blood 
of Christ that purchases and brings down every 
blessing into the soul ; it is the blood of Christ 
that sues for the fulfilment of His last will 
and testament, every precious legacy of which 
comes to us solely on account of His death; 
this it is, too, that gives us boldness at the 
throne of grace. How can a poor sinner approach 
without this ; how can he look up ; how can he 
ask ; how can he present himself before a holy 
God, but as he brings in the hand of his faith 
the precious blood of Jesus? Out of Christ, 
God can hold no communication ; with .us ; all 
intercourse is suspended ; every avenue 'of 
approach is closed; all blessing is withheld. 
God has crowned His dearly beloved Son, and 
He will have us crown Him too ; and never do 
we place a brighter crown upon His blessed 
head than when we plead His finished righteous- 
ness as the ground of our acceptance, and His 
atoning blood as our great argument for the 
bestowment of all blessing with God. If, then, 
dear reader, you feel yourself to be a poor, 
wretched sinner ; if a backslider, whose feet have 
wandered from the Lord, in whose soul the 
spirit of prayer has declined, and yet feel some

secret longing to return, and dare not, because 
so vile, so unholy, so backsliding ; yet you may 
return, haying boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus. Come, for the blood of 
Jesus pleads ; return, for the blood of Jesus 
gives you welcome. And if you are stirred in 
spirit for the souls of the perishing around you 
that they may be saved, and for the work of Ood, 
that it may be revived, make mention of the 
blood of Jesus, and you may rest satisfied that 
you have the petitions that you desired of Him. 
God cannot do otherwise than honour the blood 
when you plead it, either for your own salvation 
and sanctification, or for those of others.''

And thus he 
breathed his last. 

'' Bead to me about Faithful going through 
the river," said a little boy to his teacher, who 
sat by his bedside. The teacher did so. ''I 
wish myself among them," said the dying boy, 
repeating the last words he had listened to. 
After hearing the fourteenth chapter of St. 
John's gospel read, he said, '' Many mansions, 
and Jesus is there, and all who loved Him long 
ago are there. I see the gate, and the angels 
waiting. I am going home." And thus he died. 
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A martyTi when approaching the stake, being 
questioned as to how ho felt, answered, '' Neyer 
better, for now I know that I am ahnost at 
home."

. Blessed child ! How beautiful was the answer. 
But it was as true as beautiful. There is no hell 
where Jesus is. His saints can walk with Him 
in the flames of seven-times-heated furnaces, 
and be as secure and happy as if treading the 
star-paved streets of the New Jerusalem.* 
His presence was manifested to John in Patmos, 
and that lonely, rocky isle became to the dis- 
ciple as one of the lands of glory. He took up 
His abode with Bunyan in the jail, and the 
wretched dungeon became to the suffering saint 
as one of the abodes of bliss. He revealed 
Himself in great love and grace to Butherford 
in the prison at Aberdeen, and the cell of the 
persecuted minister was as the presence-chamber 
of the King. 

And such, as has been seen, was the ex- 
perience of Miss Matthews. Still her desire was 
to be where His presence and glory are the most 
fully manifested and enjoyed. And this desire 
grew upon her as the moment for its fulfilment 
approached.

The ages of eternity will not suffice to unfold all 
that they comprehend, and to exhaust the trea- 
sures of wealth which they cover. 

Tet, high and hlessed as is the state which 
they express, it is for man, and there are 
multitudes already occupying it. '* After this I

beheld/' Bays St. John, '' and lo, a great multi- 
tude which no man could number, of all nations, 
and kindreds, and peoples, and tongues, stood 
before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palms in their hands ; and 
cried with a loud voice, saying. Salvation to our 
God who sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb. And all the angels stood round about 
the throne, and about the elders and the four 
living creatures, and fell before the throne 
on their faces, and worshipped God, saying. 
Amen. ^ Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and 
might, be unto our God for ever and ever: 
Amen.** 

These, and millions of myriads besides, are all 
in glory, walking in its light, listening to its 
harmonies, enjoying its associations, pursuing 
its employments, contemplating its unfolding 
wonders, possessing its perfection of character, 
and communing with its manifested and ever- 
adored Lord, 

And then the men who compose these multi- 
tudes are not only from all lands, but from all 
ranks. There are amongst them men who have 
exchanged an earthly for a heavenly crown ; the 
rags of poverty for the robes of royalty; the cabin 
of the slave for the mansion of bliss. Yes, there 
are among the widely-extended populations of 
heaven^ and in highest honour, many who knew 
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no hononr when among men, thousands who 
traversed obscurest paths when on the earth, and 
large numbers who passed months and years of 
their life here in chambers of sickness, and in 
^ much bodily weakness and pain. But now

Among these is now her of whom I have spoken 
so much. Her death, which took place in Cam- 
den Town towards the close of 1861, was in 
perfect accordance with her previous experience 
and life. Nothing could be more peaceful. It 
was an easy victory, and a perfect triumph. The 
sun which had shone upon her with unbroken 
brightness for nearly two years, was undimmed 
at the moment of her departure. The entrance 
of the last enemy into her chamber threw neither 
a cloud upon her sky, nor a shade upon her 
countenance. She never was calmer than when 
she uttered her last good-bye. A sweeter and 
more placid expression of countenance never was 
shown by her than at the moment she quitted 
her earthly tabernacle, and passed away to her 
house in the heavens* She died, or rather, as 
she herself would have said, went to be with 
her Lord, in perfect consciousness, and with her 
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eyes on the texts, '* I know that my Redeemer 
liy^th, and that He shall stand at the latter 
day npon the earth ; and though after my skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall 
I see God; whom I shall see for myself, and 
mine eyes behold, and not another, though 
my reins be consamed within me." " As for 
me, I will behold Thy face in righteousness ; 
I shall be satisfied when I awake with Thy 
likeness." 

So this child of Infinite Love passed from the 
scenes of time, and exchanged her- earthly tab- 
ernacle for a building from God, a dwelling not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens ; the 
bed of suffering to which she had so long been 
confined for the unrestricted freedom and activity 
of the skies ; the wearisomeness of sleepless 
nights for the unbroken rest of heaven ; and the 
condition of a fallen and humiliating mortality 
for a state of happy and distinguishing blessed- 
ness and glory. The moment was one of 
conquest. The angels entered, and opened for 
her admission, not doors of darkness, but gates 
of light. There was no valley of clouds or deeply 
shaded avenue. The sun of etdmity broke forth, 
while the morning star was yet shining upon her 
in its strength. 

" Do you know," said a poor boy in a hospital 
in India, to a lady who daily visited him, *^ what 
I've been thinking of all the morning ? " " Of 
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how soon you will be with Jesus," replied the 
lady. * ' Yes, " he answered, " I ' ve been thinking 
that I began this Sunday, a poor sick boy in 
the hospital, surrounded by wicked men and 
sinful talk, and I think I shall be at home before 
night. I think I Ve begun a Sunday that will 
never end. I don't think I shall ever have 
another week-day.*' In the evening she visited 
bim again^ and found him lying with his eyes 
closed, sinking rapidly, but calmly. Stooping 
over him she whispered, '* * Yea, though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil; for Thou art with me; Thy rod 
and Thy staff they comfort me.* Dear Willy, 
is Jesus with you ? " "0 yes." " Have you 
any fear?" " No, none; I have been wondering 
why they call it a dark valley. I have found the 
light growing mtich brighter every day since I 
first believed. And now it is so bright I must 
shut my eyes." 

During his last illness, Augustus Toplady 
seemed to be in the very vestibule of glory. To 
a friend's inquiry he answered, with sparkling 
eyes, " Oh, my dear sir, I cannot tell the comfort 
I feel ; it is past expression. . The consolations 
of God are so abundant that He leaves me 
nothing to pray for. My prayers are all con- 
verted into praise. I enjoy a heaven already 
in my soul!" 

The reply of Dr. Hope to his wife, on quoting 
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to him, a few hours before his departure, the 
words, *' Though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil ; for 
Thou art with me ; Thy rod and Thy staff they 
comfort me," was, " They do comfort me^ 
There is no darkness. I see Jordan, and the 
heavenly Jpshua passing over dry shod/* Among 
his last words were, " Christ,"^ " angels," 
" beautiful," " magnificent," " delightful," 
'* triumph."

But where now the departure from earth is 
so triumphant and blessed, what must be the 
entrance into glory that follows ? If so much 
of sunshine and blessedness of soul is, attain- 
able in life, what will not be possessed by the 
glorified before the throne! Dear reader, is 
that higher attainment to be enjoyed by you ? 
Do you know in whom you have believed, and 
that your feet are in the way that leadeth unto 
life eternal ? ''No man cometh unto the 
Father," said Jesus, " but by Me." " Nothing 
entereth into heaven that defileth." Blood- 
washed souls alone are permitted to pass 
through tho gates into the celestial city. And 
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hence the angers reply to John's questions — 
**What are these which are arrayed in white 
robes, and whence came they?*' ** These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, 
and washed their robes, and made them white 
in the blood of the Lamb ; therefore, are they 
before the throne of God, and serve Him day 
and night in His temple." It was hecav^e they 
were washed or purified by the all-cleansing 
blood of Jesus that they rose to. the position 
in which the apostle beheld them. But what 
was an indispensable requisite with them to 
enter glory is such also with you. " Without 
holiness, no man shall see the Lord." But 
the necessary qualification for heaven may be 
possessed. The cleansing needed may be 
received — and at once.
